"Ao organ isatiou that approves 
and adopte tbe methods of these de- 
fendants la an out-law and will 
meet tbe fate which outlaws have 
met einee elTilised aooiet/ began. 

"Tbe eTldenoesbows sons of those 
defendante to bo guilty of mnrder, 
but they are not charged with that 
crime, and this court cannot punish 
them for it, norsbnald itbelofluenc- 
sd by aueb oouafdoratlpn In fixing 
the measure of punisbiBout fOr tbs 
Wlmssoharired. 

"The certainty of punishment, not 
(ta aererity, is the important con- 
tlderation in the administration o 
^iminal juetiee. Bueb punishment 
^oold bo meted out as shall warn 
others that even if they desire to ac- 
Sumplisb lawful ends tbcT muat not 
tiolate the law la the atUmpt to 
realiie them. Keeping the con-
